Perhaps -Martin Luther King is so naive 
that he thinks he is using communism in- 
stead of communism using him. On October 
4, 1963 a raid was made on the headquarters 
of a communist organization, the Southern 
Conference -Educational Fund, in the State 
of Louisiana. Much damaging evidence was 
found, ineluding some pertaining to Martin 
Luther King. The raid was carried out under 
the-auspices of ‘The Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, State of 
Louisiana.

Now let usJook at a letter written on the 


Southern Farmer, Inc. stationery dated Feb. 
26, 1960. It is signed with the initials A.W.W,. 
which stands for Aubrey W. Williams, iden- 
tified in sworn. testimony as. a communist. 
The letter is about Martin Luther King; and 
it discusses, among other things, $100,000 
which disappeared from the Montgomery 
Improvement. Association. The letter . was 
written to James Dombrowski. ‘Dear Jim: 
I must. beg to be excused from writing -any- 
thing in the way of a statement of support 
of Martin Luther King in this income tax 
ease. First, it would be ‘carrying coals to 
Newcastle’ +.. I think he has no one to 
blame but himself for the fact that there 
appears to be large discrepancies in the ac- 
counts of MIA. E. D. Nixon as you know. 
resigned because of the looseness of the MIA 
and that meant King. Nixon isn’t so sure 
there isn’t. a lot of truth in what they are 
charging about the disappearance of $100, 
000 of MIA money. À 

“So my advice is, we should. keep out of 
it. ... ., Sincerely yours, AWW.” 

It seems that King made it to New York 
all right to keep his speaking engagement for 
the communist meeting. In the «evidence

ARREST AND INDICTMENT OF THREE 

In the raid of SCEF headquarters three 
men were arrested: James A. Dombrowski, 
executive director; Benjamin E. Smith, 
treasurer; and..Bruce Waltzer, Smith’s law 
partner. We quote now from The Councilor 
for February 6, 1964: 

“The grand -jury indicted. SCEF aders 
on charges of. violation -of Louisiana’s ‘Sub- 
versive Activities Law.’ Dombrowski was in- 
dicted on two counts of failing to register 
asa subversive agent and one-of failing to 
register as a member of a subversive organ- 
ization. z 

“Smith Was indicted on three counts: two 
of failing to register and one of taking part 
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in management. Named in the indictment 


as the two- subversive organizations were 
SCEF and the National Lawyers Guild. 
“Waltzer was indicted on one count of 
failing to register as a member of the Na- 
tional Lawyers Guild. 
“The grand jury supported a position 


taken earlier by United States Senate prob- 


ers, and_ by the Councilor staff: It held 


that SCEF was essentially the same organ- 


ization as the old Southern Conferenée for 


Human Welfare.
